REMARKS 

Claims 19-33 are currently pending in the application. Claims 34-51 have been 
withdrawn without prejudice as being drawn to a nonelected invention, which can be 
prosecuted at a later date. 

While Applicants do not acquiesce in the propriety of the outstanding rejections, 
the amendments and cancellations of claims herein are made to expedite prosecution of 
this application. 

Claims 20, 22, 24, 27, and 31 have been amended herein to depend from currently 
allowed claims. Accordingly, Applicants respectfully submit that no new matter has 
been added by these amendments. Furthermore, Applicants respectfully submit that 
these claims are now allowable. 

Claims 19, 23, 28, 29, and 33-51 have been cancelled herein without prejudice or 
disclaimer of the subject matter contained therein. 

Therefore, after entry of this amendment, claims 20-22, 24-27 and 30-32 will be 
pending in the application. 

Accordingly, as all claims currently pending as amended are either allowed or 
dependent from an allowed claim, Applicants respectfully submit that all pending 
claims are allowable. 

Applicants also respectfully request that the Examiner initial and return the PTO
